Fort do France, May 11!.—It seems 


to be generally admitted now 
that 


thirty thousand people lost (heir lives 
as a result of the fearful outbreak of 
Mont Peleo last Thursday. 
Hriofly 


described, in ten minutes the city 
disappeared in a whirling fire vomited 
forth by the mountain. The inhabi- 
tants were instantly 
and 
horribly 


killed. The volcano, which for 
fifty 


years bad been a quid lake and in 
whose crater picnic parties had bathed 
suddenly hurled a torrent of fiery mud 
toward the sea. sweeping everything 
before it. The Associated Pi-ess steam- 
er, charted at (.uadaloupo, reached I 
.Martinique at half ixist six o'clock on 
Sunday morning. 
Unormous quanti- 


ties of wreckage were met on the1 way, 
together with masses of floating bod- 
ies. Five miles north ol St. Pierre, the 
steamer came upon canoes filled with 
men and women, frantic to set away. 
who beg;;ed passage on the steamer. ' 
The whole northern em] of tbc island 
of Martinique was 
covered with a 
: 


silver-gray coating of ashes. Furious 
blasts of fire, ashes and mud swept 
over the vessel. Finally St. Pierre 
was reached. The ruins were burning 
iu many places and frightful odors of 
burning flesh filled the air. Only after 
great difficulty was 
landing 
,made. 


Not one house was left intact. Every- 
where were heaps of raud, ashes and 
volcanic stones- The commander of 
the French cruiser Sachet carried to 
the American consul at Gnadaloupc 
the first news of the anpalling disas- 
ter, on the day after it occurred. The 
consul has reached the desolate site 
of the buried city and confirms the 
awful story. In an interview with Con- 
sul Ayme, who is a trained newspaper 
man, a correspondent of the Associa- 
ted Press learned 
the 
full 
story 


of tho destruction of the city. All day 
Wednesday there were hollow explo- 
sions in the cone of the 
mountain. 


These were beard as far as St. Thomas 
on the north and Barhadoos on the: 
south. During Wednesday night, how- 
ever these noises ceased. Only a fine 
rain of ashes fell. The British 
str. 


Iloraima arrived at St. 
Pierre 
on 


Thursday morning, with tea passen- 
gers. They were all watching the rain 
of ashes, when there came a frightful 
roar and a terrific electrical whirl- 
wind, acyclone of mud and 
stcaim, 


swept down over the town and bay, 
destroying the, fleet off shore. There 
the story stops. Twelve survivors, on- 
ly, are in tho military hospital hero 
at Foil de France. Thirty thousand 
corpses lie strewn about, or burning 
in the ruins or, gnawed by sharks, 
float in the surrounding seas. Twenty- 
right charred and half-dead mortals 
were brought here. Of these, sixteen 
arc allready dead. Four others arc 
expected to recover. Heaps of corpses 
are piled everywhere. Most of them 
lie face downward. Many of tho vic- 
tims beid their bands before 
their 


faces, evidently in an endeavor to sti- 
fle the deadly sulphurous fumes. Death 
In most cases, must have been almost 
instantaneous. An indication of the 
swiftness of the onslaught of the fire 


ifa found jn tht fact that none of the 


victime were bl'mled 
although 
the 


most of them bad their eyelids bin ned 
off. 
There were eighteen or twenty

The vocanic 
disturbance- was distinctly heard at 
Harbadoes. one hundred miles away, 
and the fall of ashes there was so 
heavy that it resulted in most inlmse 
darkness. The volcano is still active 
and more violent and desastrous erup- 
tions may follow.

Tho cause of the 
disaster was an explosion of nophtha 
in a car which was aleak. It commu- 
nicated to a switch-light, causing a ter- 
rific explosion. This was at half past 
live o'i Joe U this afternoon. 
An im- 


mense crov, d ol men. 
women 
and 


children speedily gathered, to look 
at the lire, and lined up about the yard 
and on Iho neighboring hilltops. All 
further danger was apparently past. 
\v lion a second explosion occurred, 
worse Ilian tho lirst. The Humes from 
(bis won1 burled 
live hundred 
foot, 


completely enveloping the onlookers. 
I n s t a n t l y the scone was beyond de- 


ing escaped injury, many being badly 
hurt. Mrs. Seymour and her daughter 
of (he Sheridan Hotel wore seriously 
and it is feared, latally injured. 


Tho first car of na.pt ha 
exploded 


about 4:10 o'clock, and the spectacle 
soon attracted a large crowd on tho 
streets, lining the hills on both sides 
ol and parallel to the railroad. 


Tho second car exploded about five 


o'clock, but it was ti:15 when three 
more oars of the deadly stuff wont up

ing upon scores of other cars. 


The boat was so intense that fire-

were literally ooolied. and fell to the

city, where it blow up a building 
used as a pool room. Every effoit was 
made to stay tuo spread of the flames, 
but other cars were continually ex- 
ploding and at (en o'clock tonight that 
whole section of the city v.as in a 
state of panic.

Sheridan. Pa., May 12. -The i.wful 


push which followol the explosion of 
xaphtha in the yards of the Panhandle 
railroad, soon changed to a scene of 
frenzy. 
Men and women with their 


clothing abla/.o, faces scorched and 
blistered and hair burned from their 
heads, ran hither and thither, their on- 
ly intent being to escape from that 
awful field of fire. Some made fiienz- 
iod appeals to kill tliom and get them 
out of their misery, and little children 
cried pitoously while being dragged 
along by the tide of burning human- 
ity. 
Tho townspeople did all in their 


power for the striken victims and all 
the Pettsburg ambulances were im- 
mediately despatched to tho scene. 


The intense cxcitment and confu- 


sion Incident to the explosions made it 
difficult to get anything like a reliable 
•jstimato. of the dead and injured. 


All the ambulances from 
this city 


and Allegheny together with 
many 


>hyKioians, wore quickly started for 
he scene, and at the earliest possible 
noment the victims were brought tc 
he city. All of tho hospitals are now 
•rowded with writhing patients, and 
the morgue Is full to overflowing. 


Because of the burning of all tolr 


graph and telephone wires near tin 
scene of the accident, news must IK 
carried* by messengers, making dofin 
ite news concerning the, catastrophe 
hard to get. Street cars were b!ooke< 
a long distance from Sheridan, am 
the Pan Handle tracks wore complete 
ly blocked. 


Much of the escaping naptha ran 


through Cork's Run to Esplon borough 
a distance of one and one-hall miles 
and caused another explosion, blowlnj 
to atoms tho Seymour Hotel and the 
Collins House, on River road, anc 
badly wrecking a frame building near 
by, in .which were congregated tw( 
hundred or more sports from Pitts 
burs and vicinity betting on the races 
biiHobfill, etc.

.iioxvn as Cork Hun sewer, and came 
ut one and a hall miles below, where 
.nother lire started burning. 


The burning oil was carried through

While the Thermometer Register- 
ed His Temperatnre at 123. 
"There are any number of malingerers 


In town," began the attending physi- 
cian at an east side hospital. "They 
have the ability to feign diseases, 
throw fits on the street, get picked up 
by the ambulance and sometimes they 
impose upon the house physician and 
the nurses and are allowed to stay a 
little wull* in a hospital.

The pa- 
tient said he had fallen through an 
ojien hatch on a schooner bound from 
Baltimore to New Vork about a month 
ago; that he Ind been attended by n 
physician on his arrival liens and had 
got along all right until now when 
he had suddenly collapsed. Ills tem- 
perature showed me that 1 had a seri- 
ous case on my 
hands, though 1 


couldn't t f l l for the life of me what 
was tho matter with him. 


"I hurried him into the hospital, put 


him to bed and explained the extraor 
dinary 
feature 
of 
his case, to the 


'house.' The 'house' took his tempera- 
ture again, and It was 111! Then we 
drugged 
him and drugged him and 


gave his feet fold Imths and took his 
temperature again. It had run up

thing the matter with him outside of 
that. 


"Everybody in the hospital got to 


talking about the case. When the 'at- 
tending' went through the ward tlie 
'house' hurried him by that German 
lie didn't want to confess t h a t he was 
staggered.

a'iy woise. He maintained a constant- 
ly high tempera I nre anywhere IK tueen 
110 and \'Si. aud we kept up the drills 
and the- cold foot liaihH. 


"One day the MUendmg' noticed the 


case and asl.ed how long t h a t man \\.MS 
going to be kept in lied to cure a sore 
elbow. Then the IIIIP-C told him. "1'aUe 
h.s temperature,' said the 'attending.' 


"Tlie nur->e put the thermometer in 


the man's mouth under the tongue and 
the doctor v\ at (lied narrowly. All oi 'i 
sudden he walked up to tlie bed. '(lei 
out of here!

The history of the discovery of gold 


in Australia makes peculiar reading in 
these days, when the mere suspicion of 
gold in a district, however close to un- 
inhabitable regions, will cause a rueh. 
Gold in Australia was discovered—one 
might almost be pardoned for saying 
first discovered—many times. But the 
news of the earliest discoveries was' 
jealously kept from spreading. The.se- 
cretof this reticence lay in the presence 
of the army of convicts \vbich then 
composed the -balance of tne popula- 
tion. Had a gold panic broken out it 
was feared that a gsneral uprising of 
the prifoners would take place. 


Nevertheless the first gold found in 


Australia was by convicts 
in 1814, 


near Bathnrst, New South Wales. The 
discoverers gathered together a quan- 
tity quite sufficient to lead them to be- 
lieve that they had found a gold mine. 
But when they reported what they con- 
sidered their good fortune to the keeper 
he, instead of undertaking to recom- 
mend them for pardon or easing their 
hard labors in any way, threatened to 
give them all a sound flogging if they 
ventured again to say a word about the 
matter or to spend any more time pick- 
ing np gold. The next find was made 
on the Fish river in 1823, not far from 
tlie spot where the convicts had corne 
across it nine years before. This news, 
being reported to the authorities, was 
also ordered suppressed. 
Within the 


course of the next two years finds were 
so frequent that the London govern- 
ment began to take great interest in 
the affair. 
But the fact that another 


region of the yellow metal might be st 
tho disposal of tuch as might seek was 
kept rigidly secret until in 1825 a dra- 
matic incident precluded all possibility 
of further secrecy. 


A convict was discovered with a nug- 


get of gold in his possession. When 
a?ked how he had conic by the xuetal, 
ho said that he had picked it tip in the 
bush. He was cautioned and told that 
the authorities had no doubt that he 
had stolen thu gold, hut the prisoner 
stoutly held to his original tale. 
At 


length he was taken unt and severely 
flogged in put lie as a thief. There, is 
now no doubt that the man told tho 
truth. 
After this, although the public 


were every now and then keyed up to 
gicat expectations by somo reported 
lind, no further veins were discovered 
until 18H1J, when a llussian nobleman 


i found a rich deposit in thu Blue moun- 


ains. The British government ;.gain 
Became fearful of tho consequence of 
nch news upon a colony of ccnvicts 
uid ordered thu matter suppressed. Yet 
-nfficient people had heard of it to keep 
the story alive and give credence to 


rumors a-3 arc.-'pfrom time to time. 


So matters drifted on. Time and time 
again 
bu>hmeu, shepherds, convicts, 


surveyors, picked up auiall nuggets and 
brought them to the centers of pui.nla- 
tiou, but at that day people were, noth- 
ing like so keen on gold mining as they 
subsequently became, and the subject 
of gold in Australia was not pnrsvud as 
one would expect it to he. 


The discovery of gold in California 


changed all that. 
Those rich fields, 


panning out their golden store and till- 
ing the, coffers of lucky individuals and 
governments at a rate never dreamed 
of, awakened a thirst for prospecting 
all the world over. In every part of the 
earth men wont out with pick and pan, 
hoping to comr across the precious 
metal. 


When tho news of California's for- 


tune reached Australia, many took ship 
to America's shores, and among these 
was Hammond Ilargreaves, an English- 
man, 
native cf U-osport, who had ejmi- 


gratecl to New South Wales in 1833. 
In Australia he engaged in farming 
without much profit and was among 
the first to rush for California. 


On reaching the auriferous region the 


first thing that struck him was the sim- 
ilarity of the geological formation in 
California 
and Bathurst, Australia, 


and there and then he made tip his 
mind to inquire into tho subject should 
he ever return to Australia. He worked 
for something like a couple of years in 
California and then set sail for New 
South Wales. Returning, he, cf course, 
carried in his mind tho thought that 
perhaps there might be gold in Bath- 
nrst, nnd when he landed he set to 
work to make a thorough search. 


Before this, however, he had made 


the acquaintance of William and .lames 
Toms and J. H- 0- Lister, who were" 
anxious to prospect for gold. 
Ilar- 


greavea taught them how to use pick 
and pan. the dish and the cradle—in 
fact, gave them a practical if rough 
education into the mysteries of gold 
and gold bearing rocks and gravel. 
These men struck out, and in April, 
1851, the three pupils returned to their 
old master, and, lo, in their pockets 
they carried gold to the amount of four 
ounces. Hargreavcs, knowing the ropes, 
took this gold and full directions to the 
proper quarter. Tho news went forth, 
the rush began, rich finds were made, 
nnd Hargreaves was hailed aa the dis- 
coverer of gold in Australia. In reality 
be had won the title, for it was hia 
knowledge that first educated the 
Toinaes and Lister, and it was his 
knowledge again that sent them in the 
right direction. • 


Hargrenves was presented to Queeri 


Victoria in 1851 as the sole discoverer 
of the Australian goldfields and was 
made much of in England. 
He died in 


THE NILE CROCODILE. 


HU Live Toothpick, Hi* T«nr» and 


1IU Way of Gettliis CnuKht. 


To say that thp crocodile lias seen 


his best days Is but feebly to express 
the rapidity with which he is lapsing 
into the class of extinct animals. As a. 
feature of modern Egypt he is perhaps 
rather a curiosity than a plague, and. 
the traveler has to get far beyond tba 
regions of the delta before ho can be- 
gin to hope for the chance of being in- 
troduced to one. Croeddile stories are 
no longer told. 
In fact, It is safer to 


trust to the sea serpent. Nothing can 
make the crocodile attractive, ami even 
the man with the camera is shy of 
treating him as a subject—whether for 
personal or artistic reasons Is not quite 
clear. Possibly the crocodile resents 
being focused, as he formerly shrank 
from confrontation with a mirror, an. 
ordeal which often led to his dying of 
chagrin, as was supposed, at tho sight 
of his own ugliness. 
Moreover, the 


experienced photographer is wise ia 
"taking no risks," remembering that 
the crocodile's tears are only a natural 
solvent which the saurian applies to 
the tougher form of animal food. 


And this Is where the legend of the 


toothpick properly comes in. 
Herodo- 


tus noticed the fact, but seeins to have 
been misled as to the motive. He dis- 
covered that the crocodile made friends 
with a particular bird, which he al- 
lowed to enter his mouth in order, as 
the writer supposed, to rid tho reptile 
of the leeches which infested his jaws. 
Pliny says nothing of these pests, but 
considers the 
complaisance 
of the 


crocodile to be due to the satisfaction 
he felt In having his teeth picked by 
the bird. "He taketh so great delight 
in this her scraping and scouring of 
his teeth and jaws." 
Both authors 


speak of the bird as a wren; later nat- 
uralists describetl it as being as largo 
as a thrush, while it has been reserved 
for the present generation of travelers 
to identify this'useful friend of the 
crocodile as the spur winged plover. 
Of the fact of the alliance there is not 
the least doubt. 
The operation has 


been frequently witnessed by numer- 
ous independent observers, one of the 
latest of whom considers that the bird 
does actually perform the functions of 
n. toothpick, "a process which the croc- 
odile enjoys." 
With such corrobora- 


tion the narration of Herodotus, sub- 
ject to qualification, as it must be. is at 
least to be taken seriously aud no lon- 
ger regarded as the visionary idea of a 
mere fabulist. 


In the Egyptian hieroglyphics the 


crocodile is represented by a single 
wavy line, so perfectly suggestive oC 
tlie contour of tho animal that it is 
quite impossible to escape from its 
moaning. It might stand us an excel- 
lent contemporary illustration of the 
test of Herodotus, neither author nor 
artist overstepping the modesty of na- 
ture. 
This was reserved for later 


times, in which arose so many of the 
myths aud extravagances which we 
are ready to impute to the lack of prac- 
tical knowledge by the classic writers. 
When, Fuller lucubrated so learnedly 
of the crocodile, he doubtless felt that 
he was correcting the erroneous idea 
of an earlier period, and the following 
example of his erudition may serve to 
show how he set about the task: "The 
sovereign power of saffron is plainly 
proved by the antipathy of the croco- 
dile thereto, for the crocodile's tears 
are never true, save when he is forced 
where saffron groweth, whence he hath 
the name of saffron fearer, knowing 
himself to be all poison and it all anti- 
dote." As to legend of the crocodile's 
tears, it can only be regarded as a 
myth grafted upon some of the rep- 
tile's observed habits. 
Probably be- 


cause they could offer less resistance 
to his attacks, women aud children 
were especially liable to them, the of- 
fice of the former as water carriers 
bringing them often to the Nile and 
the children naturally finding a play- 
ground on its shores. 


Herodotus gives an amusing account 


of the manner in which the Egyptian 
brothers of the angle used to fish for 
crocodile, from which it would seem 
that they had taken a leaf out of the 
reptile's own book of strategy. They 
baited the hook with a large piece of 
hog's flesh, with which they made a 
real angler's "cast" into the middle of 
the river. And they employed a very 
special and alluring form of ground 
bait, consisting of a vigorous young 
porker, which they anchored, Irish 
fashion, on the bank and incited by 
divers irritating arts into energetic 
squealing. 
Entranced with the melo- 


dious sound, the crocodile was drawn 
in the direction from which it came-, 
and, being unable to get at the pig, 
put up with the baited hook instead.— 
London Glpbe.
